HOTEL FOR RAYMOND 


Fascinating Links In 
Canada's History 


A woman of heart—Another of 

prldfr—Olid a man who learned. 


There Is a closed cabinet in the new 
wing of the Dominion Archives Build 
ing which contains four intensely in- 
teresing mementos of the early life 
in Canada. These are tunics, sash and 
stock worn by Brock when he fell 
fighting for his country in the year 
of 1812, and the shoes worn by Qen 
eral Wolf when he wan a baby. 

The tunic which belonged to Brock 
is of the flaming scarlet color which 
the wariors wore in those days. It 
is bound in black and has gold buttons 
Trc bullet role over tre heart, is very 
noticeable, and it was the charge 
which wan fatal to the brave soldier. 

With the tunic was worn a plaid 
sash, which war. a present from Tec 
umsch to Brock. He also ore a stock 
as it was called in those days, which 
reminds one of the Windsor ties worn 
by the school boys of about twenty 
•cars ago. 

Brock’s coat was sent to his re¬ 
latives and in 1909 the Misses Tupper, 
nieces of Sir Isacc Brock, presented 
it to the Dominion Archves. 

The little black kid shoes which 
were worn by General Wolfe were 
given by Mr. Thomas Wolfe, a relative 
jf the ycnerals, to his cousin John 
Chanallcr, of Newcastle-on-Tync and 
were presented by W. J. Priesman 
Atkinson, grondson of the latter, tl 
the Archives in September 1908. 

These little mementos of early hist 
ory in Canada when seen as they 
vere worn by these brave men, recall 
o mind the battles in which they en- 
Taged and the personal contact of 
seeing the tunic worn by Brock re¬ 
calls the splendid achievements of a 
unn who. wh*»n was killed was in

riculture plan to have the world ag 
riculture census repeated decennially. 

Definite preparations for taking 
their censuses early in 1930 are rep¬ 
orted by 70 countries, including the 
principal agricultural counties of the 
wold, and about 100 other countries 
have promised to participate in the 
census, although they have not re¬ 
ported what action has been taken to 
assure the taking of the census. 

In all, promises of cooperation by 
responsible government officials were 
obtained for countries and their de¬ 
pendencies comprising more than 97 
p.c. of the land surface, 98 p.c. of the 
population, and 99 p.c. of the total 
agricultural and livestock production 
of the world. 

The success of the world agricultur 
al census now depends upon the var¬ 
ious governments which have prom¬ 
ised cooperation in this great under¬ 
taking. The results of this world¬ 
wide census will begin to be avail¬ 
able In the winter of 1930.
